ALTHOUGH NUMBER OF ORDERS ARE BEING PLACED. 

2. WE UNDERSTAND THAT PAKS MAY BE CONSIDERING AIR 
SHIPMENT OF CERTAIN URGENTLY NEEDED SPARES FROM US, 
ALTHOUGH WE DO NOT BELIEVE ANY SHIPMENTS HAVE 
ACTUALLY 

BEEN MADE. SUCH SHIPMENTS, IF MADE, WILL BE 
ARRANGED PRIVATELY BY GOP ( PROBABLY BY PAKISTAN 
INTERNATIONAL AIRWAYS) AND WILL BE TO GOP' S ACCOUNT. 
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
